Wheat Crop Smallest 
In. Canada Since 1961 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian 
farmers are expected to harvest 
their smallest wheat crop in al- 
most a decade this year, but 
record production’ of barley and 
oilseeds are likely, 

Based on yield estimates 
Aug. 15 and published Friday 
by Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics, the total Canadian wheat 
harvest is forecast at about 338 
million bushels, less than half 
last year’s 684 million and the 
smallest since a weather-hit 


harvest of about 283 million ~ 


bushels in 1961. 

The anticipated decline. in 
wheat production reflects the 
reduction in acreage planted to 
spring wheat—to about 12 mil- 


lion agres from more than 24 - 


million last year—in the face of 
glut market conditions and a 
federal program ‘that pays’ cash 
to' farmers who switched wheat- 
land into summerfallow or for- 
age crops.

Revision Speeded 


OTTAWA (CP) — Quebec 
Premier Robert Bourassa deliv- 
ered a bid today for his prov-

Mr. Bourassa told the opening 
session of the three-day consti- 
tutional conference, the first 
since his Liberals took power in 
Quebec last April 29, that Que- 
becers want to avoid further de- 
lays in revising the constitution. 

“Our Quebec fellow-citizens 
will not tolerate any longer ei. 
ther the excessive slowness of 
the revision procedure of our 
constitution, or the lingering 
chaos which stems from t,”" he 
said. 

Mr, Bourassa outlined the 
principles of the constitution his 
government wants. A more de- 
tailed proposal is being*worked 
out by Quebec government offi- 
clals, 

He called for “flexible ways 
and means” of participating {n 
the formulation of federal mone- 
ae fiscal and trade policy and 

“predominant role” for the 
pebobeny in developing social 
policy in such fields as human 
resources, urban affairs and lei- 
sure. 

He also sought a distribution 
of powers between the federal 
and provincial governments In 
order to achieve regional eco-

The 37-year-old economist 
said a resolute stand must be 
taken “so that the economic 
growth of the country may 
achieve a better balance.”

Michigan Universities 
Sue Against Controls 


LANSING, Mich. (CP) — Michigan's three largest 
universities are suing the state legislature, which finan- 
ces them, to remove state control of the schools via purse 
strings. age 

In a suit set to be heard Dec. 17 in circuit court, 
the University of Michigan, Michigan State University 
and Wayne University have reactivated'a 1967 suit in 
which the schools argue for autoonmy as guaranteed by 
the state constitution. 

In the past year the legislature. in granting its 
funds to the schools, ruled the universities must expel 
students for willful destruction of property, cut off funds 
for students or faculty members who interfere with nor- 
ma! operations and laid down work standards for profes- 
sors which included telling them how many hours they 
must devote to teaching. : 

Other complaints include the legislature fixing tui- 
tion rates and dictating how many non-Michigan students 
could attend the schools.
